sistant  Academic  Vice  President 
Robert  K.  Thomas,  was  convened 
to  give  suggestions  to  a commit- 
tee considering  revisions  of  the 
University  Handbook— the  faculty 
guide  to  University  policies.  The 
committee  was  appointed  a week 
ago  by  Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  main  discussion  topic  was 
the  honor  code.  The  recent  revi- 
sion of  the  University  Handbook 
brought  the  faculty  under  the  hon- 
or code,  where  previously  only 
students  were  subject  to  the  code. 

NO  CONFIDENCE? 

“These  changes  appear  possibly 
to  be  an  administration  encroach- 
ment on  faculty  m e m b e rs’ 
rights,”  charged  one  faculty 
member.  ‘This  appears  to  be  a 
lessening  of  confidence  in  the  fac- 
ulty by  the  administration.” 

“Why  was  the  honor  code  im- 
posed on  the  faculty?”  asked  an- 
other faculty  member. 

“The  suggestion  that  the  fac- 
ulty be  included  under  the  honor 
code  came  from  the  students,”  re-

plied  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
students. 

Pointing  out  that  both  students 
and  faculty  should  be  allowed  to 
vote  on  the  honor  code,  one  fac- 
ulty member  said,  “If  we’re  going 
to  be  subjected  to  it,  we  ought  to 
agree  to  it.” 

Others  expressed  concern  that 
the  appointed  committee  might 
fail  to  represent  faculty  view- 
points. Since  the  committee  will 
make  recommendations  affecting 
the  faculty,  it  was  suggested  that 
the  committee’s  majority  consist 
of  faculty  members.  The  commit- 
tee now  consists  of  five  admini- 
strators and  two  faculty  mem- 
bers, said  one  faculty  member. 

It  was  moved  and  passed  that 
the  committee,  after  receiving 
faculty  suggestions,  report  its  rec- 
ommendations back  to  the  faculty 
before  making  its  proposals  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  will 
make  final  decisions. 

Emphasizing  that  faculty  mem- 
bers had  already  agreed  to  abide 
by  the  principles  of  the  Church 
in  their  yearly  contract,  one  pro- 
fessor maintained  that  putting  the 
faculty  under  the  student  honor 
coed  tends  to  “destroy  respect” 
for  the  faculty. 

It  was  moved  that  a straw 
vote  be  taken  to  determine  wheth- 
er the  faculty  wanted  to  be  under 
the  honor  code.  And  before  the 
vote  was  taken,  one  faculty  mem- 
ber asked,  “What  would  students 
think  if  they  found  out  we  voted 
against  the  honor  code?” 

Immediately  many  faculty 
members  tried  to  gain  the  floor, 
while  Thomas  lashed  out  at  the 
faculty’s  “lack  of  faith”  in  the 
committee.  “This  is  the  last  time 
ni  conduct  a faculty  meeting,” 
he  said.  Expressing  exasperation 
with  “all  the  parliamentary  un- 
derbrush,” Thomas  refused  to  ac- 
cept any  further  motions. 

Without  taking  the  previously 
moved  straw  vote,  Thomas  called 
on  a faculty  member  for  the  bene- 
diction and  adjourned  the  meet- 
ing.

“As  I was  tasting  the  0-manju  they  had  made,  I was 
filled  with  the  joy  of  knowing  the  love  of  strangers.  Pre- 
viously, all  afternoon  of  that  day,  I had  been  thinking  of 
the  meaning  of  Christmas : participation  in  dollar  competi- 
tion ; but  I now  realized  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas. 

“I  can’t  say  it  in  ten  words  or  less,  nor  can  I express  it 
by  any  words,  but  I can  feel  the  Spirit  of  Christmas  in  the 
love  of  these  seven  strangers  to  me. 

“American  Week  is  going  on  with  many  ideas  of  being 
patriotic  to  this  great  country  and  showing  love  to  her. 
But  let  me  tell  you  that  these  seven  people’s  deed  showed 
the  most  love  to  America.  I,  a Japanese  boy  far  away  from 
home,  will  never  forget  the  love  these  people  in  America 
showed  me. 

“With  gratitude  and  thanks  I wish  you  all  a Merry 
Christmas.

Greek  Revolt  Falls;  King  Flees

ROME  (tJPI)— King  Constantine 
of  Greece  secluded  himself  in  exile 
Thursday  and  the  junta  he  tried 
to  topple  consolidated  its  power  in 
Athens. 

Denmark  offered  the  fugitive 
king  a place  of  sanctuary  and  west- 
ern diplomats  speculated  that  the 
27-year-old  monarch  may  be  plan- 
ning establishment  of  a govern- 
ment in  exile. 

Constantine  called  a news  confer- 
ence in  Rome,  but  it  was  cancelled 
abruptly  without  explanation. 

Demonstrators  chanting  “free- 
dom for  Greece”  clashed  with  riot 
police  outside  the  Greek  embassy 
in  Rome  where  Constantine  was 
staying. 


Some  demonstrators  hurled  bot- 
tles of  paint  and  gasoline  and  police 
sealed  off  streets  around  the  em- 
bassy building. 

In  Athens,  the  reshuffled  Greek 
junta  said  it  had  crushed  Con- 
stantine’s coup  attempt  without 
bloodshed.  The  government  de- 
nounced the  king  as  the  tool  of  a 
handful  of  disloyal  generals  and 
replaced  him  with  a military  re- 
gent. 

The  junta  made  it  clear  Constan- 
tine was  a king  without  a country 
who  was  unwelcome  on  Greek  soil. 

The  military  regime  faced  major 
problems  in  the  aftermath  of  Con- 
stantine’s failure  to  oust  the  ruling 
generals  in  what  he  had  described 


as  a move  to  restore  freedom  and 
democracy  to  Greece  by  ousting 
“the  totalitarian  regime.” 

BRITISH  FAVOR  KING 

In  London,  Prime  Minister  Har- 
old Wilson  refused  to  recognize  the 
junta  and  said  Britain  was  recon- 
sidering the  entire  scope  of  rela- 
tions between  London  and  Athens. 
Wilson  indicated  Constantine  would 
be  given  political  asylum  in  Eng- 
land if  he  wanted  it. 

In  Washington,  U.S.  officials  said 
the  appointment  of  a regent  to  re- 
place Constantine  left  the  door  ajar 
to  the  possibility  that  Constantine 
might  return  to  Athens  in  some 
kind  of  a constitutional  government 
emerging  from  the  Greek  power 
struggle.

BYU’s  volleyball  squad  will  chal- 
lenge several  Southern  California 
teams  in  the  Los  Angeles  Valley 
“A”  Tournament  Saturday. 

“This  tourney  will  give  us  a 
chance  to  test  the  team’s  strength,” 
commented  Coach  Richard  Cox. 
“We  haven’t  had  any  really  chal- 
lenging competition  before  now.” 

Spikers  Reggie  Wight— a new  ad- 
dition to  the  Cougar  team— and 
Dave  North,  Charles  Naumu  and 
and  Wilfred  Navalta— both  setters 
—along  with  Glen  Shea  and  A1 
Liafauafl  were  designated  by  Coach 
Cox  as  his  top  players. 

All  six  will  be  in  the  starting 
lineup  for  the  Saturday  tournament. 

It  is  the  first  time  the  BYU  vol- 
leyballers — nationally  ranked  in 
years  past— have  entered  the  Cal- 
ifornia tournament. 

Due  to  an  absence  of  top  volley- 
ball teams  in  the  Intermountain 
area,  the  Cougar  squad  must  jour- 
ney to  the  West  Coast  or  Canada 
to  meet  tough  competition.

It  all  began  when  Paul  H.  Evans, 
director  of  BIC,  heard  of  the  holi- 
day program  for  international  stu- 
dents at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. Through  coordination  with  the 
International  Office,  a family  gath- 
ering was  planned  and  filming  was 
begun  on  a program  to  be  broad- 
cast in  English,  Spanish,  and  Port- 
uguese.
